To the Editor of the Vailey Farmer: A 
few practical observations, | trust, will not 
prove unacceptable to most of your readers, 
when we consider the great importance of 
the subjeet, and how much the prodactive- 
ness of vur soil thereupon depends. 

It is well known that the greater diversity 
of opinion exists as to the *inodas operandi”? 
and me of applying manure. Some, on 
the one hand,contending that it should un- 
dergo thoroagh fermentation, aud become 
entirely rotted. Others, again, think that it 
should be applied fresh, and that fermesita- 
tion should take place after having been ap- 
plied. 

Again, there i» the same difference of 
opinion as to the manner in which it should 
be applied. Some contending that it is most 
beneticial and durable to have it ploughed 
under as soon as spread; others prefering it 
applied to the surface in the form of a ** top 
dressing.’’ 

‘Lhe simple enquiry then reste upon this: 
By which mode ot upplication does the same 
amount of manure act wost beneficially ? 

1 have carefuily examined the various 
opinions, and have been led to the following 
results from experience, the best of teachers, 
that manure should be applied to land in an 
unfermented siate, and that upon the sur-

of our plants generaily grow; and there these 
substances retain held by the chemical af- 
tinity of the earth, until the roots of the 
plants by a still stronger attraction act upon 
them, Aga, itis u conceded fact that the 
fertuizing substances of manure ure only aU- 
jubie im water, and will remain unugured 
themselves and useless to plants, uot that 
suluuion begins, whether they be applied as 
a top dressing or p vughed uuder, 
solution can only take place by the applica- 
tion of water to the manure, aud when thus 
applied in‘the form of rain, it is taken up 
by the subjacent soil, and there held by 
gravitation, until it is received by the min- 
ate mouths of the plants, which ean only | 
receive it iu a state of dissolution by water. |

By the term partially decayed, Loraine 
evidently refers to the intermediate state 
between woody matter and vegetable mould, 
the latter being, in sucha view, decayed 
vegetable matter. 

Now, during the process of tanning, the 
extractive and soluble matter is removed 
from the bark, but the woody substance 
thereof remains unchanged, and is liable, 
therefore, during its decomposition or pas- 
sage into mould, to prove injurious to vege. 
tation; but when once brought to the state 
of mould, it cannot be otherwise than bene. 
ficial in soils. In the language of Loraine~ 
“Therefore, where dime can be bad on 
moderate terme, it (tan bark,) may be 
brought much sooner into active use hy the 
application of lime in the way that it has 
been recommended for using it with peat,” 
The alkali¢s will serve a similar purpose, in 
bringing it sooner into a y T state for use: 
even saturating the bark with urine, will, 
through the production of armenia, cause 
similar change. 

Suw-dust is similar to tanmers’ bark view- 
ed in this light, and like it, will, under cer- 
tain conditions, prove injurjous to vegeta- 
tions yet When itis decayed, or converted 
into vegetable mould, it becomes highly val- 
uable. Light substances, as straw, may be 
put into the soil at once; yet if a careful re- 
view of practice is made, it}will be found 
that the reduction of vegetable substances 
to friable mould, before applying them to 
the land, is always to be preferred, unless 
the conditions favoring their speedy transi-

Giving the consent of the existing Government 
to the Annexation of Texas to the Uniie 
States. 

Whereas the Government of 
States hath proposed the following terms 
guarantees and conditions on which the peo- 
ple and territory of the Republic of Texas 
may be erected into a new State, to Le calles 
the State of Texas, and admitted as one of the 
American Union, to wit: 

{Here follow the resolutions of the United 
States Congress. | 

And whereas, by said terms, the consent of 
the existing government of Texas is required: 
Therefore, 

Sec. 1. Be it resolved hy the Senate and 
House of Representatives of the Republic of 
Texas, in Congress assembled, That the Gov 
ernment of Texas doth cousent that the peo 
ple and territory of the republic of Texas way 
be erected into a new State, to be called the 
State of Texas, with a republican form of 
government, to be adopted by the people of

Later from Mexico. 
The United States squadron under Com. 
Tonner, cousisting of the frigate Potomac, 
loop of war istmouth, and brigs Lawrence 
mad Somers, arrived at Pensacola on the 23d 
dt, in ten days from Vera Cruz, The yel- 
ow fever was prevailing to a couniderable ex 
ent at Verd Cruz, but the officers and crews 
f our squadrons were well. They visit Pen- 
sacola forthe purpose of getting supplies of 
provisious and water. The British man-of- 
war Eurydice had also put into Pensacola for 
water, aud was received with all due courtesy 
by Com. Conner. Itis reported that a French 
fleet had subsequently arrived off the harhor. 

We learn from the New Orleans Picayune 
that the most important intelligence brought 
by the fleet relates to an attempted revolution 
in the®eity of Mexico, and the purposes of the 
Mex.can Government in regard to Annexation. 

The subjoined is the latest letter from Vera 
Cruz: 

Vera Crea, June 11, 1845. 

“An attempt at another revolution was 
made at the city of Mexico on the 6th instant, 
which at one time had a most serions appear- 
ance. A regiment broke through the guard 
stationed at the Government Palace and took 
the President and Secretary of Foreign Rela- 
tions prisoners; but the revolationists were 
immediately afterwards put down by the citi- 
zens and soldiers, and the above distinguish- 
ed personages setat liberty. In this atlaira 
colouel, a captain, and about thirty of the pri 
vates belonging to the malcontents were kill 
ed, when quiet was ence more restored.— 
Many men ip high station at Mexico are sus 
pected of having a hand in causing this new 
outbreak, and it is said that Ex-Secretary Tor- 
nell has been arrested and imprisoned, 

A proclamation has been issued for holding 
an election for President on the Ist of August 
The candidates are Gomez Farias, (who was 
for many months an exile in New Orleans,) 
Gen Almonte, and Gen Herrera, the present 
incumbent. Of these the first is deemed the 
most prominent, who is said to be in faver of 
the Federal form of Government. 

The Mexican Congress adjourned on the 
30th of May! but an extra session was called 
for the 15th of June, principally, it is alleges, 
to regulate the tariff, ond re- mode! the election 
laws. 

In connection with the revolt st Mexico on 
he 6th ultuno, it is mentioned previous to 
he departure of Santa Ana, on the 2d, the 
troops stationed at Vera Cruz were marched 
several leagnes below the city, im order to pre 
vent all tampering between his friends and 
the officers and privates of the army. This 
was done in consequence of a rumor that an- 
other revolution wes in embryo at the city of 
Mexico, the object of which was to reinstate 














Santa Ana in power. The steamer that con 
veyed him away from his country took him 
on board at a place called Perote Landing,x¢¥- 
eral leagues north of Vera Cruz. 

The difficulties in which the French Minis 
ter has become invelved with the Government 
of Mexico, occupy some of the atteation of 
the newspapers. The affair originated in the 
refusal of the Minister's groom to pay for 
washing horsesata bath. It proceeded to 
violence, and in the end compromised the per 
sonal liberty of the Minister himse If 

There are accounts of a more serious dis- 
turbance at Mazatlan, where some French 
hakers were ordered by the civil authorities 
to close their shops in compliance with cer 
tain municipal regulations.

cause of the late arrival of the Long Island 
train, bringing the mail on Wednesday night, 
was the removal, by these lawless depreda- 
tors, of a considerable number of rails from 
the track, by which the train was delayed on 
that road several hours. ‘ 

The late arrival of the train on the Worces- 
ter Rai] Road, was the cause of another acci- 
dent. which fortunately did not prove to be of 
a serious nature. On the arrival of the train 
at a point near the Arsenal Bridge, in Brigh- 
ton, it ran over a horse, which had strayed 
within the inclosure of the Rail Road, and af- 
ter feeding upon the grass by the road side, 
had Jain down to repose, upon the track. The 
whole train passed over the body of the ani- 
mal. The engine men passengers felt an un- 
usual shock, but neither the engine nor either 
of the cars were thrown fromthe track. Lit- 
tle or no injury was done, except to the horse, 
which of course suffered severely, and the 
train was no longer delayed than was neces- 
sary for ascertaining the cause of the unusual 
movement.
